Merritt in an interview oil the Philip­ 
pine outbreak said in part: 
“ That the attack on our lines should 
have been made at night is what one 
would expect from the teutelage of the 
Filipinos in war—that of the Spaniards. 
“ Without doubt the insurgent as­ 
sault ou Manila was preconceived aud 
ue.iberate. 
That it was planned by 
Aguinaldo I do not care to assert; but, 
of course, the patent probability is that 
it was, since he has lately seemed to be 
uudisputediy 
supreme. 
The 
blow 
which we have been compelled to de­ 
liver ought now, in my judgment, to 
be vigorously followed up. 
If it is, the 
Fiiip.nos wjjl quickly realize who is 
master aud sub nit.” 
General Merritt said the Filipinos at­ 
tribute forbearance aud consideration 
to fear or weakness. 
They respect 
nothing except force. 
He said English 
residents at Manila aud at Oriental 
British ports, at which he stopped on 
his way home repeatedly told him so, 
and that their insolence would grow 
until tney were shown that our power 
could not be resisted. I hen they would 
abandon resi-tance. 
Said he fur,her in part: 
“ Ihe military organization of the 
Filipinos will scarcely, I m ink, survive 
this defeat—certainly not if w e a l once 
Ste ike nard again wherever they show 
front. 
“ i heir ablest soldier is P 10 de Pilar, 
the East Indian, aud yet I doubt very 
much if he has ever in his life read any 
of the booKs o f the profession. His con­ 
sequence proceeds rather from his per­ 
s o n a l quo h ie s as a fighter than from 
hi.> ability to direct operations. 
“ There is no question in my mind 
that even Aguinaldo stood iii awe of 
him. 
It is even possible tnat Pio de 
Pilar aud his faction coerced Aguinaldo 
into sanctioning the assault. 
“ In the iattcr’s communications to 
me he reminded me, in excuse for his 
inability to accede at once to requests 
made, that he had to consider the 
wishes of his chiefs. 
He mentioned no 
names, but it was generally understood 
among us that he referred principally 
to Pio de Pilar. 
The latter’s influence, 
whatever it may be, can be counted on 
as irreconcilably hostile to us. 
“I think we may expect that defeat 
at Manila will have a disastrous effect 
upon Aguinaldos authority.

The most im ­ 
portant proviso of this act is that all 
wills made by sailors or marines must 
be witneased and attested by the chap­ 
lain or some other officer if they are 
actually made on board ship, and this 
is somewhat curious. 
If a sailor likes to make his will on 
shore, any one can witness it for him, 
but on board ship the case is diflererit. 
Needless to say they almost all to a 
man choose the latter cour-^e, as they 
know that things will be straighter for 
bearing an officer’s signature. If. how­ 
ever, supfKAsing that the ve^sael was in 
action and a man was to be struck 
down who had not previously 'made a 
will, if he had to do so bef<jre ho died, 
even if it were not attested by an offi­ 
cer, the admiralty has full power to 
act on the merits of the case and to dis­ 
pense with that or any other formality 
that it was impossible to coiiiiily with. 
Another thing -a sailor shartis with a 
soldier the ¡» rivilcgo of when on active 
service being the only man who can 
dispense with a written will and make 
a verbal one.

JACK AND HIS WILL.

Jack ha9 the proud distinction of 
having had an act of parliament passed 
for the express purpose of deciding the 
way in which he must make his will, 
so that while all other Britons are 
lumped together in this m atter under 
the wills act of 1838 sailors’ testament­ 
ary documents are made under the 
naval wills act of 1866. 
The most im­ 
portant proviso of this act is that all 
wills made by sailors or marines must 
be witnessed and attested by tho chap­ 
lain or some other officer if they are 
actually made on board ship, and this 
is somewhat curious. 
If a sailor likes to make his will on 
shore, any one can witness it for him. 
but on board ship the case is different. 
Needless to say they almost all to a 
man choose tho latter course, as they 
know that things will be straighter for 
bearing an officer’s signature. If, how­ 
ever, supposing that the vessel was in 
action and a man was to be struck 
down who had not previously made a 
will, if he had to do so before ho died, 
even if it were not attested by an offi­ 
cer, the admiralty has fall power to 
act on the merits of the case and to dis­ 
pense with that or any other formality 
that it was impossible to comply with. 
Another thing—a sailor shares with a 
soldier the privilege of when on active 
service being the only man who can 
dispense with a w ritten will and make 
a verbal one. 
In former times any one could make 
his will 
verbally if 
ho so desired, 
but this, as may ho supposed, opened 
tho door to no end of fraud, and it was 
consequent Iv repealed in the 1838 act. 
except in the case mentioned above. 
On the night before a ship or a regi­ 
ment goes into action there is no more 
pathetic sight than to see the men, 
young and old, laboriously writing their 
wills in case tomorrow should be their 
last day in this world, and what with 
witnessing wills and making them on 
the forms issued by the authorities for 
those who cannot write—ami this class 
has now almost entirely disappeared 
from both the navy and tho army—the 
officers have a very busy tim e.—Lon­ 
don Golden Penny.

It is not often that papers bearing the 
name of George Washington come to 
light, so many have been gathered np. 
tor a resident of this city has in his 


possession two documents which 
he 


holds valuable. 
They were signed more 
than IOO years ago by the first president 
when he was general and commander in 
«hief of the United States forces. 


T h e papers are the property of W ill­ 
iam P a y n e , a decorator who recently 
came to the city from Trenton, aud 


resides in East End, at the home of 
George Garner. 
Mr. Payne purchased 
a piece of property some tim e ago, and 
In the house were found a great m any 
old papers. W hen these had been sorted 
the two in question were found. 
One is 
the discharge of a Connecticut soldier 
and the other is a pass to enter New 
York City. 
Follow ing is a copy of the 
fir>t: 
••To his Excellency,George W ashington. 
E -q.; G eneral and Com m ander iii 
Chief of the forces of the U nited 
Skates of America. 
“ These are to certify th at the bearer 
hereof, Benjam in Taylor, soldier iu the 
Second Connecticut regim ent, having 
faithfully served the U nited States from 
June 1777 to 1783 and being enlisted for 
the war only, is hereby discharged from 
the American arm y. 
"Given at headquarters the 9th of 
June, 1783. 
G. W a s h in g t o n . 
“ By his Excellency’s command. 
I. T umcall, Secretary. 
“ Registered in the books of the regi­ 
ment. 
G. C u r t i s , A djutant. 
“ The above Taylor has been honored 
with the badge of m erit for six years 
faithful service. 
H. S w i f t , Colonel.” 
The second is not large, but is equally 
interesting: 
“ After the expiration of eight days 
from the date hereof Mrs. Ross has per­ 
mission to go into the city of New York 
a id to return again. 
“Given at Brunswick this sixth day 
of July 1778. 
G. W a s h in g t o n, 
M r s . R o s s .” 
The papers are old and yellow, but 
the writing i9 clear. 
The name of 
Washington is written in the bold hand 
characteristic of the general, 
while 
those of the other officers show they 
probably were more acquainted with 
handling the sword than the pen. 
Mr. 
Payne believes that the Mrs. Ross 
mentioned is the woman who made the 
first American flag. 
Some of her decen- 
dents still live in New Jersey, among 
them being Miles Ross, her youngest 
grandchild and a politician of some 
influence in that seotion. 
The documents were yesterday taken 
by Mr. Garner to a photographer where 
negatives were made from them.

T h e papers are the property of W ill­ 
iam Payne, a decorator who recently 
fame to the city from Trenton, and 
resides in East E nd, at th e home of 
George G arner. 
Mr. Payne purchased 
a niece of property some tim e ago, and 
in the house were found a great m any 
old papers. W hen these had been sorted 
the two in question w ere found. 
One is 
the discharge of a C onnecticut soldier 
and the other is a pass to enter New 
York City. 
Follow ing is a copy of the

••To his Excellency,George W ashington. 
E -q .; G eneral and C om m ander in 
Chief of the forces of the U nited

The Filipino looked surprised, took 
the money, marched over tow ard some 
of his friends and explained matters. 
They hugged and kissed each other aud 
looked thoroughly happy and mystified. 
“ The Spaniards are c a n n in g finan­ 
ciers. They knew how to increase their 
revenues in the Philippines. 
All the 
servants and laborers were obliged to 
pay tribute. 
As soon as men or women 
reached the age to work or serve as 
servants they were obliged to get a 
cedula or w ritten permission or pass­ 
port from the authorities in their city 
or village and to pay a certain fee fur 
it. 
In this way great sum s of money 
were collected. 
It was far from fair, 
for character depended mostly on the 
kindness or unkindness of the employer 
Certain fines were given for a bad ch ar­ 
acter, so even if* an employee was every­ 
thing he should be the enm ity of the 
employer m ight not only prevent him 
from securing a better place, but might 
also subject 
him 
to excessive fines. 
Thanks to American valor, the charac­ 
ter passport is dead and the Filipino 
can breathe more freely. 
“ Yes. I saw m any m arks of cruelty. 
but one of the saddest scenes I w it­ 
nessed was on the day the political pris­ 
oners were released from their chains. 
Some 390 Filipinos were in the political 
prison in chains for offenses, or so c .died 
offenses, against the Spanish 
govern­ 
ment. 
The prison was not overplus ut 
able, and ew ry prisoner was manacled. 
The irons on hF w rists were fast n« d 
togeth* r ; 1. I a few w* iv chained to the 
walls or po:-is 
An American officer had 
the honor to fret* them from these re­ 
volting punidiluents. He first told them 
that their cases would 
lie carefully 
looked int 1. and they should have full 
justice an : an honest hearing and be 
dealt wit ii fairly according to their j 
crimes, if crim, s had been com m itted. 
“ ‘Yon will never wear chains again, J 
but be treated as Americans are dealt 
w ith ,’ he said. The blacksmiths knock­ 
ed out the rivets, took off the hand and 
ankle cuffs, carried aw ay the chains, 
and 399 men felt free. 
They said but 
little arni look* d volumes. 
There was 
one youth, heavily chained, about 20 
years old, careworn, almost a skeleton. 
‘How long have you been here chained ? 1 
he was asked. ‘Twelve years.

Jack has the proud distinction of 
having had an act of parliament passed 
for the express purpose of d< tiding the 
way in which he must make his will, 
so th at wdiile all other Britons are 
lumped together in this m atter under 
the wills act of 1838 sailors’ testament 
ary documents are made under the 
naval wills act of 1866. 
The most im ­ 
portant proviso of this act is that all 
wills made by sailors or marines must 
be witnessed arid attested by the chap 
lain or some other officer if they are 
actually made on board ship, and this 
is somewhat curious. 
If a sailor likes to make his will on 
shore, any one can witness it for him, 
but on board ship the case is different. 
Needless to say they almost all to 
man choose tho latter course, as they 
know that things will be straighter for 
bearing an officer’s signature. If, how­ 
ever, supposing that the vessel was in 
action and a man was to be struck 
down who had not previously 'made a 
will, if he had to do so before ho died, 
even if it were not attested by an offi­ 
cer, the admiralty bas full power to 
act on the merits of the case and to dis­ 
pense with that or any other formality 
that it was impossible to comply with. 
Another thing -a sailor shares with a 
soldier the privilege of when en activ e 
service being the only man who can 
dispense with a w ritten will and make 
a verbal one. 
In former times any one could make 
his will 
verbally if 
he so desired, 
but this, as may bo supposed, opened 
the door to no end of fraud, and it w*as 
consequent ly repealed in the 1888 act. 
except in the case mentioned above. 
On the night before a ship or a regi­ 
ment goes into action there is no more 
pathetic sight than to see the men, 
young and old, laboriously w riting their 
wills in case tomorrow should lie their 
last day in this world, and what with 
witnessing wills and making them on 
the forms issued by the authorities for 
those who cannot write—and this class 
has now almost entirely disappeared j 
from both tile navy and the army-—the I 
officers have a very busy tim e.—Leu- I 
don Golden Penny.

England has the most form idable 
navy in the world, but she does not 
rely upon it alone iii the event of w ar 
to prevent a foreign force from landing 
upon her shores. 
London Tit-Bifcs, in 
an article on the secret coast defenses 
of Great Britain, says: 
In the event of w ar no alien arm y 
could approach our shores w ith o u t im ­ 
periling its navy by encountering our 
explosive mines, scores of w hich su r­ 
round our coasts at all places likely to 
be selected for attac k by a foreign "foe. 
The Tham es is also carefully shielded 
by sim ilar secret mines, one of these 
being in the v icinity of Blackwall. The 
precise locality of these m ines is, how ­ 
ever, for obvious reasons, kept a dark 
and inscrutable m ystery, and th e ap 
proaches to them are so cleverly con­ 
structed and concealed th a t no one save 
an expert would suspect 
th eir real 
character. 
An innocent looking cellar a t tin* 
basement of a certain trad e sm a n ’s shop 
is the entrance to one im portant mine, 
but even the tradesm an him self is not 
aw are th a t the governm ent rents his 
cellar, nor does he ever surm ise the true 
nature of 
the operations carried on 
therein. 
The m ines are equipped w ith 
explosives of the most potent kind and 
adm irably connected w ith the secret 
chambers on shore by m eans of electric 
wires. 
Each m ine is controlled by a button 
over which are printed p articu lars re­ 
lating to the location and character of 
the mine. 
This button is placed in the 
wall of the secret cham ber and covered 
by a double door, securely locked, the 
outer door so closely resem bling the 
w all of the cham ber th a t no one but 
those in the secret could detect its pres­ 
ence. 
The cham bers are double locked 
and approached by passages protected 
in a sim ilar m anner. 
Every lock an d key is specially made 
for the governm ent and is nnliko any 
other. 
Only a few of the very highest 
officials are allowed to use these keys, 
and they are solemnly sworn to preserve 
their secret rigidly. 
No persons apart 
from those especially empowered may 
inspect or visit any of the secret cham ­ 
bers a t any tim e except by express 
w ritten 
p erm it 
personally 
procured 
from a certain high official. T his is ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to obtain, a n d in 
fact is rarely ever granted. 
P rio r to such a perm it being,issued 
the officials assure themselves th a t tin 
possessor of the docum ent 
bears 
blameless character, is British born am 
has no ulterior reasons for preferring 
his request. 
This settled, he is sw o n 
to secrecy in the most solemn m anner, 
blindfolded arid conducted by a circuit 


o h s route to the secret chamber, where 
he is perm itted to use his eyes, b u t not 
his tongue, no questions being answ er­ 
ed by the a tten d in g officials. 
S trange stories have been told of a t ­ 
tem pts m ade by foreign spies to pene­ 
tra te the privacy of these m ysterious 
mines. 
A young 
lieutenant

fidence of his superior officers some 
years since, w as accorded the privilege 
of g u ard in g one of these secret mines 
and intrusted w ith certain inform ation 
concerning its character.

-Ty un old wild Valuable Paper Now la 
the Possession of a Resident of This 
City*"' Pass to Mrs. Ross, Who Made 
the First Flag. 


It i9 not often that papers bearing the 
name of George Washington come to 
light, so many have been gathered np, 
tnt a resident of this city has in his 


possession two docnments which 
he 
bolds valuable. 
They were signed more 
than IOO years ago by the first president 
when he was general aud commander in 
thief of the United States forces. 
The papers are the property of W ill­ 
iam Payne, a decorator who recently 
fame to the city from Trenton, and 
resides in East End, at the home of 
George Garner. 
Mr. Payne purchased 
a piece of property some time ago. and 
in the house were found a great many 
old papers. When these had been sorted 
the tw o in question were found. 
One is 
the discharge of a Connecticut soldier 
and the other is apass to enter New 
York City. 
Following is a copy of the 


first: 
“ To his Excellency,George Washington. 
E -q .; General and Commander in 
Chief of the forces of the United 
States of America. 
“ These are to certify that the bearer 


hereof, Benjamin Taylor, soldier in the 
Second Connecticut, regiment, having 


faithfully served the United States from 
Juno 1777 to 1783 and being enlisted for 
the war only, is hereby discharged from 
the American army. 
“Given at headquarters the 9th of 
June, 1783. 
G. W a s h in g t o n . 
“ By his Excellency’s command. 
I. T umcall. Secretary. 
“ Registered in the books of the regi­ 
ment. 
G. C u r t i s , Adjutant 
“ The above Taylor has been honored 
with the badge of merit for six years 
faithful service. 
H. S w i f t . Colonel.” 
The second is not large, but is equally 
interesting: 
“ After the expiration of eight days 
from the date hereof Mrs. Ross has per­ 
mission to go into the city of New York 
a id to return again. 
“ Given at Brunswick this sixth day 
of July 1778. 
G. W a s h in g t o n , 
Mas. Ross.” 
The papers are old and yellow, but 
the writing is clear. 
The name of 
Washington is written in the bold hand 
characteristic 
of 
the general, 
while 
those of the other officers show they 
probably were more acquainted with 
handling the sword than the pen. 
Mr. 
Payne 
believes 
that the 
Mrs. 
Ross 
mentioned is the woman who made the 
first American flag. 
Some of her decen- 
dents still live in New Jersey, among 
them being Miles Ross, her youngest 
grandchild aud a politician of 
some 
influence in that section. 
The documents were yesterday taken 
by Mr. Garner to a photographer where
